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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In reference to the claim 1 , the examiner 
maintains his rejection. Nakamura teaches six data bits, group d1-d3 is considered the gamma data, where as the second group d4-d6 is 
the data from the data latch. These bits are separate groups undergoing separate D/A conversions. Nowhere in the claim does the 
applicant explicitly state that the data groupings are to be supplied on different groups of data lines separate from each other. 
In reference to claim 6, nowhere in the claim does the applicant exclude the controller from encoding the gamma data. As the claim stands 
in its current form, one skilled in the art would still modify Nakamura's invention using Moon's differential signal method in order to reduce 
the EMI problems as discussed in Moon (column 2, lines 43-46). . 
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
